Taacattbn without Representation. 

We profess to hold sacred the ancient 
maxim that laxaliou and representation S° 
together; and yet \vo find that our practico 
belies the principle which it involves. In 
this colony taxes— and heavy taxes, indeed— 
are imposed without the sanction of the As- 
sembly, and the people are compelled to 
pay them, or are forbid access to the Courts 
of Justice. What \vo refer to are the fees 
of (Jourl. 

Under the act to provide for the adminie- 
tratioii of Justice on VaiK'OHver Island, 
pas.sed by the Imperial Parliament i" 1849, 
power was given to the local Legislature to 
provide for the administration of justice in 
the colony. The Supreme atul Inferior 
Cuuria were, however, constituted by Her 
Majesty's Order in Council. Pursuant to 
the provisions of the Order, the Chief Jus- 
tice, with the consent of the Governor has es- 
tablished certain tables of fees to be paid by 
suitors. Although the power thus vested 
in the Chief Justice, may be derived from 
an Act of Parliament; still tlio exercise of 
that power is virtually arbitrary, and clashed 
with the doctrine that taxation aiul re|)re- 
seiitation go together. Neither the Cliief 
Justice nor the Governor are representatives 
ol' the people. The Imperial I'arliameid of 
the day did represent the people uf liny;- 
land; iiuvl had the right to pass an act to 
enable the Crown to form Court.-* of Justice 
here. In fact, in organizing the Colony it 
was necessary to constitute courts : but it 
certainly was never contemplated that the 
Assembly would allow fees to be charged 
for the administration of justice without 
subjecting them to revision, and sanctioning 
their exaction It is difficult to see how 
in the origin of our courts any principle 
could obtain other than what has been put 
in force; for at that time n" Legislature ex- 
isted. A Le;;islaliire has however been or- 
ganized siiioe 185i), mill iliiiiii;; lliu ivholu 
period no inquiry has been "lade into this 
subject. It IS time some action ouyht to be 
taken in the premises. It is a matter per- 
feclly immaterial to the Judge whether the 
foes arc high or low, so far as' hi* Salary is 
conQBrned. It was not so formerly. .Then 
he had a certain proportion of the fe«8 
taken ; now a staled salary i» voted out ot 
the casual and Territorial revenue. 

But another view of the question is taken. 
The object now appears to be to render the 
Courts 8elf-sup|iortiiig insiitutioii.i, — and 'he 
therefore, are uiil (jf proportion to 
those e.vucted in older communities, where 
the value ol labor is le.v-i, and the ratio ut hn-i- 
nessgrcaler. In fact the tees are soliigh. tl'at 
they are lantauionru to a denial of Ju,slii'« i 
and it M mailer of gi'iieral I'oiniilaiiii that 
lh(^ A.v<en.bly, in eounecliuM " ilh llie con>i- 
deration ot the Ways and Means, liuve not 
taken the subject into their o«n hands. 

It may be argued that nu one is so well 
qualified as judges to say what fees ought 
to be charged. Or it may still further be 
urged that oar praotidj. has obtained else- 
whbio under the 'sanotlon of acts of parlia- 
ment, and been found to work well ; and we 
should let well enough aloni^ In answer, 
we admit that if :ees are rliarged at all, 
consideration is certainly due to the upinjon 
of the judges; but it is o'le ili'Ug to weip;h 
such opinions jiroiierly, ami <iui'.e another 
tiling, not to wei;^li them at all j anil on the 
conlrary lo allow sniis to bi; la\eil wiihoul 
till! direct inlerveulioii of ihu Legislature, 
saiu'iioning tin; tale at which the tax slioiil'l 
be levii'd. lie.sides, wtial has obtain. 'il in 
old (•.iiiiinuiiitii's, is tiot aUvay" desirable in 
new ones.

We are opposed 10 any one taxing tho peo- 
ple except the people's repreaeiitatives. We 
want taxation atid representation to go to- 
Tether; and we expect tho Legislature to 
enforce the principle. 

Victor Emmanuel King of Naples. 

The news from Italy received by Overland 
Mail, and published in an Extr.v Coi.o.sist 
on Thursday, dovelopes another link in the 
chain of Italian policy, adopted by Loui.s 
Napoleon. The Emperor of the French has 
ever attempted to iinpres.s upon the mind of 
Hngland and the rest of Europe, that his ini- 
monso army and his large fleet, (both ready 
ut a day's notice for marching or sailing,) 
meant naught but peace. When he allied 
with Sardinia against Austria, it was to pre- 
serve the peace of Europe ; when he stop- 
ped short with his army on the borders of 
Venetia, and settled the quarrel with Francis 
Joseph, it was to preserve llie peace of Eu- 
rope. Ill brief, whatever he does— Iroin 
fighting a balUe down to casting a rifled 
Cannon — he is always looking lo the har- 
mony, advaneoment and prosperity of his 
neighbors. As a dealer in honeyed words 
and buncombe, Louis Napoleon is nol sur- 
passed by any of the crowned heads; and 
as a consummate statesman he has probably 
not his equal out of Britain. 

Tlie fact of the King of Sardinia having 
been proclaimed, by the Liberator, King of 
Naples, shows that the hand of Napoleon 
has guided and sustained Garibaldi in his 
enterprises. Do our readers not remember 
that during the war with Austria, last sum- 
iiiei-, Garibaldi orgunizeil a corps of volun- 
Iet3i-.s. .some 20,000 Strong, ami unsheathing 
his sword, swore never to return it to its 
scabbard until he had freed Italia .' Vol, 
when fluslieil with victory, he was prt^paring 
to leail his brave followers acioss the bor- 
ders of Venetia, a single word from iNapuloon 
checked him. The brave patriot c.nniter- 
nuuiiled his marching orders, disbanded his 
troups with a blessing, and a promise to yet 
free them from the tyrant, and retiring to 
Turin, basked in the sun of the Sardmian 
Court. Then all Europe bulled him false 
lo liis country. But ha was not idle. He 
was rnerelywaiUD'g'for'fi pWpitiou.N moment 
— and that moment caine la>l spring. 
Openly assisted by Sardinia, and encour- 
aged by France, (j'aribaldi wre.^ls Sicily 
and Naples, from the hands of King lioinlia,

Jill'; to declare the Limitations of certain 
Caxcses of Action. 

WiiF.KEAs doubts have been entertained 
whether a cause of action which has arisen 
in a foreign country, between persons there 
resident, can be maintained in this colony, 
after the period has expired in wluoli nich 
cause of action would be niaintamable in 
the coiHiiry in which such cause of action 
originally aro.sc : 

He it thereloro enautotl, kc, 
Skc. l.~Tbat..in',oa8e any .snii nr action 
shall be herea;ftef instituted m this colony, 
.against any person here resident, in rosjieci 
of a cause of action or suit which has arisen 
between such person and some other person, 
in a foreign country, wherein the person so 
sued shall have been vesident al the time 
when such cause of action or suit shall have 
first arisen, such suit or action shall not bo 
maintained in any court of civil jurisdiciion 
i!i this colony, if the remedy thereon in such 
foreign country is barred by any statute or 
eiKiclnient for the limitation of actions, ex- 
isting in such foreign country.

action or suit is barred by the law of limit- 
ation of the country in which country tho 
saiil cause ol aclion or suit lirst arose. 

Skc. 4.— This act may be cited as the 
•' Limitation of Foreign Actions Act, 18(1(1. "
